The sub­ 
committee appointed by the repara­ 
tions commission to find a method 
of procedure for the future work of 
the experts has run into a snag and 
consequently has been enlarged and 
told to try again. 
When the committee, which con­ 
sisted of Sir Joslah Stamp of Oreat 
Britain and Dr. HJalmar Schacht, 
president of the German Reichs- 
bank. reported this morning they 
said that thev had failed to find a 
mutually acceptable procedure. The 
I full committee then appointed three 
more members and these five went 
into session this afternoon to see 
what thev could do. 
The newly appointed members 
were Jean V Parmentier of France. 
Professor Suvttch of Italy and M 
Gutt of Belgium * 
Plan of Procedure Sought. 
The procedure which the sub­ 
committee was asked to determine 
was to enable both the debtor and 
creditors in the reparations account 
to submit an offer and put in claims 
that might form the ground work 
of the 
main committee’s further 
deliberations 
The American members of the 
committee apparently are taking an 
effaced, impartial and independent 
attitude in the reparations problem 
{since thev were not included even 
•in the second sub-committee. 


Considerable opposition developed 
in the senate Tuesday morning to 
Senator Warners' measure, 8. F. 78. 
which provides that the gasoline tax 
shall be collected by the state treas­ 
urer rather than by a separate bu­ 
reau under the department of agri­ 
culture. 
The bill embodies a plan which 
was suggested by Governor Weaver 
to cut down the code department. 
Senator Warner told the members 
that he had talked to Governor 
Weaver during the morning and 
that he still favored the plan 
The opposition to the measure 
came chiefly from members of the 
standpat republican bloc which has 
opposed Governor Weaver in al­

Those 
who

against the measure favored the 
collection of the tax by the secre­ 
tary of the department of agricul­

They pointed out that the 
work could be done under the di­ 
rect supervision of Secretary Mc­ 
Laughlin with the aid of one or 
two clerks 
Senator Warner pointed out that 
the receipts now must pass through 
the hands of the bureau chief and 
the secretary of the agricultural de­ 
partm ent before they finally reach 
the state treasurer. 
He said his 
plan 
would eliminate this extra 
work. 
Issue Confused. 
The issue became confused when 
several of the members brought up 
{the m atter of gasoline inspections 
It was argued that the collection of 
the gasoline tax should be handled 
bv the same department which has 
charge of the inspection, although 
the two functions have never been 
in any way connected.
